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Getting In Shape For Golf Season 


Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott 


By WAYNE WESTCOTT 

While golf is not gener- 
ally considered to be a vig- 
orous or strenuous physical 
activity, golf drives actually 
require powerful muscular 
actions and are associated 
with specific musculoskel- 
etal injures. These include 
injuries to the shoulders, el- 
bows, back, neck, and hips. 
Several years ago, we con- 
ducted a number of research 
studies with middle-aged 


and senior golfers to see if 


we could reduce their injury 
risk and increase their driv- 
ing distance. 

I am pleased to report 
that we were successful in 
both areas. With respect to 
injuries, Our study partici- 
pants (golfers who had ex- 
perienced previous golf-as- 
sociated medical problems) 
entire 


played an season 


without any musculoskel- 
etal issues. With respect. to 
driving distance, the com- 
bination of strength training 
and stretching exercises was 
increas- 
ing the golfers’ club head 
speed and driving distance. 
Additionally, the 
experienced significant im- 
provements in their body 
composition and _ resting 
blood pressure. After just 
8 weeks of training, these 
program participants added 
4 pounds of muscle, lost 3 
pounds of fat, reduced their 
systolic blood pressure by

Strong core 
muscles are essential for en- 
abling effective force trans- 
fer and for reducing the risk 
of lower back injury.

muscles prestretches the up- 
per body muscles (pectora- 
lis major, latissimus dorsi, 
and deltoids) that are spe- 
cifically responsible for the 
club swinging action. These 
muscles are addressed with 
chest presses, seated back 
rows, and shoulder presses, 
with attention to full-range 
exercise movements. The 
upper arm muscles are also 
involved in the club swing- 
ing action, especially the 
triceps muscles of the lead- 
ing arm. To develop muscle 
balance, golfers should per- 
form both triceps extensions 
and biceps curls, as well as 
(hand-held) 


cise to increase their grip 


forearm exer- 
strength. 

The final exercise is for 
the neck extensor muscles 
that hold the head erect and 
stable. These muscles (pri- 
marily the upper trapezius) 
are particularly important 
during an explosive golf 
swing, as 


any movement 


of the head may interfere 


with eye focus on the golf 


ball. You may perform neck 
strengthening exercises on a 
Nautilus neck machine, or 
with free-weight shoulder 
shrugs (using either dumb- 
bells or a barbell). 

All of the resistance ex- 
ercises should be performed 
witha weight load that can be 
lifted between 8 and 12 rep- 
etitions. Whenever 12 rep- 
etitions are completed with 
correct technique (moderate 
speed and full range), the re- 
sistance should be increased 
by approximately 5 percent. 
This workout should be 
performed 2 or 3 
secutive days a week, and 
should take approximately 
40 minutes for each exercise 
session.

cises using an apparatus 
that resembles a large spider 
web. Each stretch was held 
for about 30 to 60 seconds, 
so the flexibility exercis 


e 
required about 5

minutes for completion. 

We researched the ef- 
fectiveness of the resistance 
exercises and stretches on 
overall muscle — strength, 
joint flexibility, and club 
head speed. The resistance 
exercises and the stretches 
and were independently ef- 
fective for improving mus- 
culoskeletal fitness and for 
increasing club head speed 
to enable longer drives. 
However, the combination 
of muscle strengthening and 
muscle stretching exercise 
was even more productive, 
so I recommend performing 
both of these activities for 
enhanced golf performance. 

As it takes about 6 to 8 
weeks of physical condi- 
tioning to attain a strong and 
flexible musculoskeletal 
system, now would be an 
appropriate time to begin a 
basic program of strength- 
ening and stretching exer- 
cises in preparation for the 
upcoming golf season. This 
reasonable investment in 
golf-related fitness should 
increase your driving dis-

jury risk for more reinforc- 
ing experiences during (and 
after) your games.

“Moving our vehicle fleet 
from gas or diesel to electric 
where possible is a critical 
element of our sustainabil- 
ity goals. Electric vehicles 
not only make sense envi- 
ronmentally, they are less 


expensive to maintain and 
operate,” said Mayor Thom- 
as Koch. “I’m proud that 
the Quincy Fire Department 
is taking the lead, and very 
much look forward to add- 
ing to our electric vehicle 
fleét in the coming months 
and years.” 

Fire Chief Joseph Jack- 
son said he was so impressed 
with the performance, safe- 
ty, and efficiency of the de- 
partment’s new vehicle that 
he is considering purchasing 
one as his family’s personal 
vehicle. 


“Advancements in_bat- 
tery technology have grown 
exponentially over the years 
which really made the deci- 
sion to move in this direction 
easy.

The project 
was led by Environmental 
Scientist Julie Sullivan with 
assistance from Department 
of Natural Resources Intern 
Jacqueline Devin and GIS

opportunities that exist right 
here in Quincy to enjoy 
nature and exercise at the 
same time,” said Commis- 
sioner of Natural Resources 


Dave Murphy. “This past 
year has only reinforced the 
importance of maintaining 
a healthy lifestyle and what 
better way to get and stay 
healthy than taking a walk 
through a beautiful local 
park or open space.” 

In addition to location 
and trail information, the 
program shares interesting 
facts about the history and 
natural landscape of each 
location. The project was 
inspired by the idea that 
inventorying Quincy’s vast 
trail network would help 
residents locate and explore 
the picturesque coastal, salt 
marsh, and inland areas 
where the trails are located.

For the past 150 years, Quincy has been a welcoming 
city for immigrants from throughout the world. Our neigh- 

borhoods were built by immigrants seeking a better life for 
their families and decided to chase the American Dream 
right here in Quincy. 

That rings true as much today as it ever has with Quincy 
being a genuine melting pot. Almost one-third of our resi- 
dents were born in a country other than the United States. 
Our public school system is enriched by having children and 
families from more than 72 different countries. Close to 60 
percent of our students self-identify as a category other than 
“white”. 

Quincy’s small business districts were dying in the early- 
1990s. Empty storefronts littered Norfolk Downs and Wol- 
laston Center. In large part due to the entrepreneurial spirit 
of our Asian community, our local business districts are now 
bustling. 

Quincy is a modél for what a successful diverse com- 
munity can be both in our schools and in our greater com- 
munity. 

But we can always strive to be better tomorrow than we 
are today. Being a diverse community doesn’t automati- 
cally translate into being an inclusive community. It takes 
concerted, deliberate efforts; it takes honest conversations; 
and should avoid symbolic efforts that don’t result in mean- 
ingful changes. 

I want to thank the city councillors and members of our 
community who advocated for this cause, even if they oc- 
casionally misinterpret where I stand. Some of my critics 
will point at my attendance at a “Back the Blue” rally and 
fail to mention I also attended our Black Lives Matter pro- 
test on the Hancock-Adams Common. One can support law 
enforcement without being categorized as ambivalent about 
police misconduct or civil rights. Those are not mutually- 
exclusive issues. 

But actions are always more important than words and 
my administration has repeatedly endeavored to support op- 
portunities for all people. Investments at Southwest Middle 
School and Kincaide Park have energized one of Quincy’s 
most ethnic and economically diverse neighborhoods. Sup- 

porting the rejuvenation of Quincy College creates a path 


toward success for thousands of young people, nearly 50 
percent of which identify as “non-white .” Our Planning De- 
partment is reviewing our language capabilities across our 
local government to knock down any service barriers our 
residents might encounter. We have made intentional and 
concerted efforts to create the most diverse workforce in our 
city’s history. But we have more work to do. 

I have decided to appoint a special Mayoral Commission 
on Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion to review our current 
practices and make recommendations on how we can be 
better. This Mayoral Commission will look at issues such as 
our hiring and recruitment practices, public outreach efforts 
to all populations, access to public facilities, enhancing re- 
lationships and communication between City government/ 
departments and the public, the need for a full-time Diver- 
sity/Equity/Inclusion Officer, and maintaining/creating a 
welcoming environment for all people. 

I will charge them with submitting their recommenda- 
tions this Fall. I expect they will solicit public feedback 
and make recommendations that help create sustainable im- 
provements in how we serve the diverse public in Quincy. 
Actions are important and our residents should know this is 
an important issue to me and my administration. Though 
Quincy is a welcoming place, it doesn’t mean we are with- 
out fault or devoid of people that don’t share our welcom- 
ing attitude. We also must realize that our experiences are 
all different, and that minority populations have endured 
treatment throughout our country’s history that must be ac- 
knowledged. We may not be responsible for that mistreat- 
ment, but we can be responsible for righting those wrongs. 

I do believe there is room for improvement in our com- 
munity as well as with each and every person in this city. 
No matter race, ethnicity, culture, religion, each of us can 
look in the mirror and ask “how can I do better?” 

On many occasions I have publicly stated that we are all 
part of the same human family. And we all have far more in 
common than we have differences. Some of you may know 
I find my values rooted in my faith and my upbringing. A 
foundational principle of my faith is to ‘Love your God with 
all your heart, mind, and strength and love your neighbor 
as yourself.” That message has guided me throughout my 
life and will continue to be the inspiration for all my efforts.

How Domestic Violence, Gun Violence 
Are Horrifically Linked To Each Other

A recent murder suicide in Charlton just four days after 
the new year, has the ring of an all too familiar story: a sus- 
picious fight, someone overhearing and calling the authori- 
ties and finding one or both parties dead. 

One in four women and one in nine men will experience 
violence from an intimate partner at some point in their 
lives. Seventy two percent of murder suicides involve an 
intimate partner. These stories are all too familiar, even in 
Massachusetts, a state known for its gun control laws. 

The presence of a gun in a domestic violence situation 
increases the risk of homicide by five hundred percent. Most 
female murder victims are killed by an intimate partner, and 
even if they don’t lose their lives, women who have been 
stalked report it was by a previous or current intimate part- 
ner. 

Guns and domestic violence are a symbiotic relationship, 
Nineteen percent of domestic violence involves a weapon. 
This can be traumatizing for not only the victim but any 
children who witness the assaults; at least 3 million chil- 
dren will witness domestic abuse, and 1 and 10 children will 
have seen a shooting before they turn 6. 

Massachusetts still hasn’t fully taken steps to protect vic- 
tims of domestic abuse. Dating abusers are not prohibited 
from possessing firearms and neither are respondents to ex 
parte protective orders. While those under ex-parte orders 
are only required to give up possessions that would give 
them reason to contact the victim, firearms are not included 


in this order. While this gives the victim the ability to call 
the police if they are contacted by the respondent, it does 
nothing to prevent gun violence. 

We also need to have a closer look at firearms entering 
Massachusetts from other states. Buying a firearm from a 
private retailer in New Hampshire does not require a back- 
ground check. No licensing, registration or permit is needed 
to purchase a firearm, and it is an open carry state. You can 
not only move these guns across state borders but also re- 
sell them for almost double the price, creating a “black gun 
market.” The COVID-19 pandemic has complicated efforts 
to tackle this issue. Many people are stuck in the same resi- 
dence as violent partners, and fears of contracting the virus 
can prevent victims from reaching out to friends, family, 
and the authorities. 

Intimate partner violence accounts for fifteen percent of 
all violent crime. Tackling the overall problem of gun vio- 
lence includes looking at and examining domestic assault, 
listening to victims, and pursuing active change. While we 
can always look back at what could have been done in these 
situations, protecting others in our communities living in 
these violent conditions will save countless lives.

Eggplant Parmesan Calzone Turnovers

I think through the years I have made 
calzones with various kinds of fillings. One 
of the family’s favorites is a calzone with 
an eggplant-parmesan filling. There are two 
things that make this recipe easier. First of 
all, you can buy the dough already made 
and you can also buy marinara sauce. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees, grease or

1 medium sized eggplant — cut in slices 
about 1/8 to % inch 

1 package of dough 

2 cups of marinara sauce 

Shredded parmesan cheese, mozza- 
rella or any favorite cheese 

Seasoned panko _ breadcrumbs. 
Enough for coating the eggplant slices 

1 egg mixed with a little milk 

Placed the sliced eggplant in the egg 
mixture, then the breadcrumbs, then put the 


coated eggplants on a cookie sheet and bake 
for 15 or 20 minutes - you do not have to 
turn them. 

Roll out the dough in a 5- or 6-inch sized 
piece. You will make about 4 of these turn- 
overs. 

Place eggplant on the dough top and top 
with marinara sauce and sprinkle cheese on 
top. Turn over and secure the ends with a 
fork. Place on cookie sheet. 

In the event you want to use egg wash, 
mix one egg with water, slit the dough so air 
can escape and with a pastry brush coat the 
top of the dough with the egg wash. 

Bake for 30 minutes until crust is 
browned. Cool and enjoy! 

P.S. To make this into one calzone spread 
like a pizza place the eggplant around the 
dough, leaving an inch on all around, place 
sauce and cheese on top. Roll and secure 
sides. Egg-wash the top and create airholes 
with a fork. Bake for 30 minutes. Cool and 
cut into slices 1 to 2 inches. 


Lumberjack Pancakes

Do you eat a “healthy” breakfast only to 
be hungry an hour later? Then you graze on 
other foods until lunch? 

The result is, in your effort to be “good,” 
you’ve consumed a bunch of unwanted 
calories. This is followed by bouts of guilt 
and shame. This is wildly acknowledged 
by leading nutritionists as “not good” also 
known as “bad.” 

Here is a semi-healthy alternative. Note: 
“semi” will be explained below. 

This recipe makes 20 pancakes. 

PANCAKE INGREDIENTS 


* 1 cup white flour - preferable un- 
bleached 

* 1 cup of whole wheat flour 

* 1 cup oatmeal — preferably old fash- 
ioned 

* 1 teaspoon baking soda 

¢ 3 teaspoons baking powder 

* 1 teaspoon salt a 

* 2 tablespoons sugar 

¢ 2% cups milk — preferably 1% 

* 1/3 cup oil — preferably Canola 

* Legg 

Tonpi 

* | apple sliced. Use about 1 apple for 
every 8 pancakes 

* Peanut butter — preferably crunchy - 
one to two teaspoons for each pancake. 

Finishers 

¢ 8 — 10 ounces of water 

Many recipes tell you to mix the dry 
ingredients first. | am about to divulge a 
secret: This is unnecessary and is usually 
recommended to give the author an air of 
superiority. 

In a large bowl mix all the pancake in- 
gredients and use a whisk or fork until you 
see few if any lumps. Like when you were 
8 and your mom told you to make your bed. 

The consistency should be slightly thin- 
ner than Elmer’s glue. If it is too thick, add 
a little milk. If is too thin add a little more 
flour, wheat if you want the moral high 
ground, white if you want better taste. Hint: 
no one will know anyway. 


The batter is thicker than, most so to 
avoid burning put the griddle on, medium 
low heat. Ladle enough batter to make a 
circle about 3 - 4 inches wide. ,, 

Like all pancake recipes wajt until the 
bubbles slow or stop before flipping. Note: 
due to the aforementioned thick batter the 
bubbles will be slower to appear and there 
will be less of them. Kind of like your 
friends when you are looking for a ride to 
the airport. 

Serve: Spread a teaspoon or two of pea- 
nut butter on the top and layer about % of a 
sliced apple. 

Finisher: this is a critical step. Drink 8 
— 12 ounces of water. My decidedly unsci- 
entific assessment is that the water causes 
everything to expand. This makes you feel 
full and it takes a little longer to be digested. 

In the interest of full disclosure these are 
relatively high in calories. Each pancake 
comes in at around 90 — 100 calories. The 
peanut butter is around 65 - 70 calories per 
teaspoon and the apple around 25 calories 
per quarter. So, to make things easy to re- 
member let’s say one fully dressed pancake 
is around 200 calories. 

However, since you won’t be picking 
the net impact is that you’ll actually con- 
sume less calories overall. And as an added 
bonus you won’t be spending every 20 sec- 
onds thinking about how hungry you are, or 
how much time it is before lunch. 

While you can heat the leftovers in the 
microwave if you are blessed with the com- 
modity known as “extra time” use the toast- 
er oven. 

These are “semi” healthy because it tries 
to bridge purely good nutrition with the ele- 
ment of “taste.” True, a select few ardent 
enthusiasts will tell you their kale smoothie 
is delicious. We'll take their word for it, but 
that may not be true for the majority of us. 

Yes, whole wheat flour is better for you 
than white flour. But like a tree falling in 
a forest and no one there to hear it, while 
it may be better for you, if you don’t eat it, 
does it do you any. good?

Social Security Matters 
Ask Rusty — Claiming 
Social Security Now 


To Preserve Savings

Dear Rusty: One of the big pieces of the Social Secu- 
rity puzzle that everyone seems to miss is the protection of 
other retirement funds. If I did not take SS, I would have to 
dip into my retirement savings to fund the early part of my 
retirement. I took SS at my full retirement age rather than 
wait, so I am preserving my retirement account that has his- 
torically been getting 8-9% interest over the last 30 years. 
Social Security will never give me anything close to those 
returns. Signed: Smart Investor 

_ Dear Smart Investor: You are, of course, correct that 
preservation of retirement savings is important. It’s also cor- 
rect that everyone’s personal financial situation is different. 
If your retirement nest egg has historically provided a return 
of 8-9% over the last 30 years and will continue to do so, 
then I believe you made the right choice by claiming at your 
full retirement age (FRA) and preserving those high-return 
investments. But many are not as fortunate as you and have 
their nest egg sitting in low interest IRAs and bank savings 
accounts, and those folks may have a different perspective. 
They may choose an option to delay claiming Social Secu- 
rity to get a higher monthly benefit, initially using some of 
their low-return savings but allowing them to preserve their 
overall savings much further, into their retirement because 
of a higher SS benefit. And most often, continuing to work 
provides them added ability to delay claiming Social Secu- 
rity to get that higher benefit. 

Personally, I do not advocate withdrawing from retire- 
ment funds in lieu of claiming Social Security. But I do sug- 
gest that waiting past FRA to claim a higher benefit may be 
wiser than claiming earlier and investing the SS money, try- 
ing to beat the 8% yearly benefit growth realized by waiting 
to claim. It’s an unfortunate reality that high-return/low-risk 
investments are very difficult to find these days, and most 
seniors are loathed to put their money in high-risk invest- 
ments to get higher returns. 

Again, everyone’s situation is different, and each must 
choose based upon their own circumstances. Many who 
contact us about their Social Security options intend to con- 
tinue working beyond their full retirement age. Those folks 
might adopt a strategy where they delay past their FRA to 
get a higher SS benefit for the rest of their life, made pos- 
sible because they are still working and earning (rather than 
withdrawing from investments). If they’re in good health 
and will achieve at least average life expectancy, they will 
not only enjoy a much higher monthly benefit, but they’ 
also receive more in cumulative lifetime benefits by waiting 
longer to claim Social Security. 

Finally, often lost in the argument to claim at or after 
FRA is that, for a married couple, a surviving spouse re- 
ceives 100% of the benefit the deceased spouse was receiv- 
ing at death. That surviving spouse benefit will either be 
a smaller FRA amount or a larger (e.g., age 70) amount, 
depending upon when the higher earning spouse claimed. 
Point is, if you are married, when you claim may also affect 
your spouse’s survivor benefit, so life expectancy of both 
spouses should always be included in the decision on when 
to claim. In any case, from what you’ve written I believe 
that your choice to claim at your FRA in order to preserve 
your high-return investments was a prudent move for your 
personal circumstances. And I admire the careful thought 
you put into that decision.

Are Your Eyes 
Itchy And Dry? You 
May Have MADE

As recommended by the 
CDC, the simplest effective 
way to protect from CO- 
VID-19 is wearing a mask. 
Masks, particularly when 
two are worn together, help 
prevent aerosolized droplets 
from others to transmit in- 
fection. However, this pro- 
tection is also causing some 
discomfort and irritation on 
the ocular surface increas- 
ing dry eye symptoms. It 
has even been given a new 
name — MADE (Mask As- 
sociated Dry Eye). 

According to research 
from the University of Utah, 
the symptoms are frustrat- 
ing and worsening both for 
those who normally find 
their eyes are dry due to 
medications or environmen- 
tal issues and more recently 
for those who never expe- 
rienced this before. Most 
describe this irritation as 
scratchiness, redness, and 
even blurred vision. The 
American Academy of Oph- 
thalmologists note that as 
many as 5 million Ameri- 
cans now present clinically 
dry eyes. 

Seniors experience a re- 
duction in tear function so 
may be more bothered by 
this. In addition, current 
studies show that people 
blink nearly sixty-six per- 
cent less due to increased use 
of electronics as the world 
has turned to Zoom for work 
and learning. Blinking is vi- 
tal to relubricate the eye for 
comfort and stable vision. 
When the lower lid is pulled 
due to a mask, the blink may 
be insufficient (the lids do 
not close completely) so the 
eye surface and lid mucosa 
dry becoming tritated. 

While MASK is_ prob- 
lematic, there are ways to 
minimize the impact. First, 
use a mask with a bendable 
wire to contour to the bridge

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Perdios Wants To Be Voice For QPS Parents

The School Committee’s 
newest member, Courtney 
Perdios said she wants to 
represent the parents of 
Quincy Public Schools stu- 
dents. “She also wants the 
committee to look at mov- 
ing fifth graders out of mid- 
dle schools and to consider 
expanding advance course- 
work to younger grade lev- 
els. 

Perdios, 41, was appoint- 
ed to the committee on Feb. 
16 to fill the remainder of 
Anthony Andronico’s term 
after he was appointed the 
Ward 2 city councillor. She 
plans to seek a full four-year 
term in this fall’s municipal 
election. 

Perdios had finished run- 
ner up in the 2019 School 
Committee race — a race she 
said she entered because 
she wanted to represent 
parents, like herself, who 
have younger children in the 
school system. 

“It was a hole — it was 
hole that I felt really needed 
somebody there, so I felt 
like I could represent a lot 
of people, give voice to a 
lot of people that didn’t feel 
like the School Committee 
was representing them and 
their kids,” Perdios said in a 
recent interview. 

Perdios, whose children 
are now in grades 4,5 and 7, 
said she wants to be a voice 
for all parents. 

“I’m not doing this just 
for my kids — I’m doing it 
for their kids. I’m doing it 
because I have the time and 
the voice to give to this and 
the passion for this. I am 
speaking for everyone — all 
the parents out there who 
maybe didn’t feel like they 
had a voice before,” she 
said. 

“Parents can always 
reach out to me...that’s how 
you learn about different 
perspectives on every is- 
sue.” 

The first meeting Perdios 
attended as a member of the 
committee was on March 
10, though she had attend- 
ed a pair of subcommittee 
meetings previously. 

“Tt was really awesome 
to be able to be in the room. 
For years now I have been 
going to meetings sitting in 
the back and I’ve wanted 
to ask questions to the pre- 
senters or wanted to make a 
comment here and there and 
I haven’t been able to. Now 
I am finally able to do that,” 
Perdios said. 

“It felt really great to be 
able to represent all those 
people that I met on that 
campaign and that sup- 
ported me. I was a little ner- 
vous before the meeting and 
then I remembered that I’m 
representing them and I’m 
speaking for them, so that 
helped get the jitters away.” 

Perdios is no stranger 
to the school system, hav- 


ing served as a co-president 
of the Citywide PTO from 
2016 until she joined the 
committee. She has also 
served on the district’s re- 
entry task force, an ad hoc 
committee of more than a 
dozen stakeholders formed 
last summer to begin mak- 
ing plans for returning to 
school amid the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

“We met early on and we 
met weekly and sometimes 
twice a week for a while 
through the summer - I re- 
member being camping and 
I took one of the task force 
meetings in their rec center 
there with the crappiest Wi- 
Fi ever — just so we could 
talk through all these is- 
sues,” Perdios said. 

“You had parents, you 
had people from the city, 
you had experts in every 
area, you had teachers on 
there so you could really 
see what the concerns were 
from all sides. It was ideal. It 
was just such a perfect way 
of working through these is- 
sues. None of the solutions 
we came up with were per- 
fect, because as I said this 
isn’t how a school system 
is supposed to run, but they 
were well thought out, they 
were comprehensive, and 
everyone had a voice.” 

When asked if she had 
concerns about plans to 
bring nearly all hybrid 
learners back for full in- 
person learning by the end 
of March, Perdios said it 
is important that parents of 
students in the fully remote 
program do not feel pres- 
sured to move them to in- 
person classes. 

“There are probably a 
bunch of main concerns, but 
one of them would be mak- 
ing sure that families that 
don’t want to come back 
don’t feel pressured to,” 
she said. “For now, the state 
has guaranteed that virtual 
option for the rest school 
year, and just making sure 
we are still able to provide 
quality virtual programming 
for those families who don’t 
feel comfortable yet. 

“But also, there is a real 
concern with parents to get 
their kids back. With par- 
ents’ work schedules, it is 
tough. Some kids aren’t as 
motivated at home, so get- 
ting those kids back in per- 
son, that is a real concern 
too.” 

Perdios’ children had 
been learning through a 
hybrid model and she said 
they were excited to return 
for full in-person learning 
this week. Remote learning 
can be difficult, she said, 
because of the distractions 
at home. 

“It’s hard,” Perdios said. 
“Just extremely recently we 
got a puppy and the distrac- 
tion of that I saw the last 
couple of days in my house. 
It’s hard to balance those 


distractions that are happen- 
ing in the background. It’s 
hard to tune that out. My 
daughter did MAP testing 
today and meanwhile I’m 
telling the dog not to chew 
on her backpack. 

“It’s not the ideal atmo- 
sphere for any kid to be 
learning, I don’t think, and 
we’ re doing the best we can. 
I’m sure everybody is doing 
the best they can to limit the 
background noise and just 
be able to focus, but kids’ 
attention spans are different. 
That’s the biggest challenge 
I think — just getting them to 
be able to focus, sit still for 
that long. 

“None of it is natural, 
none of it is normal, and 
that’s why it is so hard. If 
this is the way it was sup- 
posed to be, we would do it 
all the time, and it isn’t.” 

Perdios is the new chair- 
person of the school board’s 
rules, post audit and over- 
sight subcommittee and 
has also been named to the 
budget and finance, facili- 
ties, and policy subcommit- 
tees. Perdios said she looks 
forward to serving on the 
facilities subcommittee and 
plans to visit schools she has 
yet to see in person to learn 
what they from a facilities 
standpoint. 

“I’m really excited to be 
on facilities. My kids have 
now gone to three differ- 
ent school buildings, so I 
have been able to see three 
of them,” Perdios said, re- 
ferring to the Marshall Ele- 
mentary School and Central 
and Point Webster Middle 
Schools. 

“T’ve been in communi- 
cation with Superintendent 
Mulvey and [assistant su- 
perintendent] Erin Perkins 
about trying to get into the 
rest of the buildings that I 
haven’t been in to be able 
to adequately advocate for 
whatever upgrades need to 
be made. It’s hard to do that 
if you haven’t seen it, so l’m 
excited to get in the build- 
ings and start to really see 
it and get a feel for what’s 
needed in each building. 

“T know at Point Webster 
the grounds are in pretty 
decent need of an upgrade. 
They are trying to get those 
through — trying to work on 
getting together a plan for 
that. 

“I’d love to be able to 
take a look at the media 
center at Point. When we 
compare the media center at 
Point to the media center at 
Central — not that you want 
to compare, but equity wise 
you want students to have 
access to similar environ- 
ments for reading and that 
type of stuff — there is kind 
of a disparity there between 
the two, so I would love to 
be able to work on bring 
Point up a little bit.” 

Perdios said she would 
like the committee to look at

potential ways to move fifth 
graders out of Point Web- 
ster and South-West Middle 
Schools and said she was 
excited that fellow com- 
mittee member Emily Lebo 
recently introduced a reso- 
lution relating to the fifth 
graders, which was referred 
to the equity, diversity and 
inclusion subcommittee. 

“We continuously refer 
to Gur elementary students 
as K to 5 and then you leave 
out these two groups of fifth 
graders who are in middle 
schoo! but they are kind of 
in lifrfbo.

There 
are exposed to letters com- 
ing home of, ‘well, in the 
bathroom there was some 
vaping’ — you don’t usually 
get that at the elementary 
level. It’s a different expo- 
sure. I don’t love that. 

“This was a space is- 
sue...and I would love for 
us to have a plan to be get- 


ting them back because | 
would have loved for that 
to have been a temporary 
space issue. That’s why I am 
excited to have it be talked 
about in the equity subcom- 
mittee.”

The month of March we 
take the time to recognize 
the impact and importance 
women have in our soci- 
ety with Women’s History 
Month. All of us should be 
well aware of the impor- 
tance of women to society, 
to the shaping of the coun- 
try we all live in and in our 
history. 

Norfolk County — which 
dates back to 1793 when 
Governor John Hancock, 
one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, signed legislation 
establishing the county — 
has been the home to many 


remarkable women. I would 
like to share with you some 
of the stories found as a re- 
sult of researching records 
here at the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds. 

Abigail Adams, the sec- 
ond First Lady of the United 
States, was born right here 
in Norfolk County. She was 
born in Weymouth in 1744. 
She married John Adams 
in 1764. She was President 
Adam’s confidant and took 
an active role in politics and 
what was happening in the 
country. She was an aboli- 
tionist and believed in wom- 
en’s rights to education and 
for women to have power 
and decision over their own 
lives.

Needham in 1983. She went 
on to graduate from the 
United States Naval Acad- 
emy. She has had a lengthy 
and successful career with 
NASA and formerly per- 
formed the most spacewalks 
by a woman. Ms. Williams 
also completed the first mar- 
athon run in space. In 2017 
the Needham School Com- 
mittee voted to name the 
new elementary school the 
Sunita L. Williams Elemen- 
tary School. 

Speaking of Falmouth, 
Katharine Lee Bates was 
born there in 1857 but 
did you know she lived in 
Wellesley? Ms. Bates was a 
noted author whose inspira- 
tion for “America the Beau- 
tiful” was the beauty she 
saw atop Pike’s Peak when 
hiking in Colorado. These 
words were later adapted to

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a hymn that was the runner 
up in selecting the National 
Anthem. 

Helen Keller was an ad- 
vocate for the disabled and 
a suffragette. At a young 
age she contracted an ill- 
ness that left her blind and 
deaf. When you think of 
Helen Keller you also think 
of her magnificent teacher 
and champion Anne Sul- 
livan. Both of these great 
and strong women lived in 
the Norfolk County town of 
Wrentham. Helen Keller’s 
autobidgraphy “The Story 
of My Life” and later the 
movie “The Miracle Work- 
er” give great insight into 
overcoming struggles, com- 
passion and the brilliance of 
these two women. 

Norfolk County is full of 
women who everyday make 
our communities a great 
place to live.

ed to the Town of Norfolk’s 
Board of Selectman.

Cont’d From Page | 
hoped providing the time- 
line would ease residents’ 
anxiety. He noted, however, 
that it could still take some 
time for residents to book an 
appointment after they be- 
come eligible. 

“We all know that the 
anxiety that is created by 
this process can be stress- 
ful for many people and we 
hope that this clarity will 
help everybody plan ahead 
and know what to expect 
and when,” the governor 
said. 

“These dates are when 
people will become eligible 
and it will take time, obvi- 
ously, for the vaccine to ar- 
rive here in Massachusetts 


and for everyone in these 
groups to get appointments 
and to get vaccinated.” 

Baker said he had re- 
ceived promising news the 
previous day from the fed- 
eral government about the 
number of doses the state is 
set to receive in the coming 
weeks, in particular the sup- 
ply of the Johnson & John- 
son vaccine. That vaccine, 
unlike two others cleared for 
use, requires a single shot 
and also has less stringent 
storage requirements. 

“The projections that 
the feds put out on the call 
yesterday — especially with 
respect to J&J, which I have 
been talking about for a long 
time — were really encourag- 


ing both for the very end of 
March and for the month of 
April,” Baker said. 

“As everybody knows, 
J&J is a single-dose vac- 
cine, which means for all 
intents and purposes if you 
get a significant number of 
those, you can dose people 
once and be done whereas 
with Pfizer and Moderna it 
is a two-shot trip, which is 
just different with respect to 
capacity to deliver and the 
speed with which you can 
move it around.” 


The state is also receiv-_ 


ing 170,000 first doses of 
the Moderna and Pfizer vac- 
cines this week, Baker said, 
up from 150,000 earlier this 


month. In addition, he said 
the federal government has 
roughly doubled the number 
of doses it is sending direct- 
ly to pharmacies like CVS. 

Baker has long said all 
residents would become 
eligible for the vaccine in 
April and President Joe 
Biden recently called upon 
governors to make everyone 
eligible to get their shots by 
May. 

The increased supply 
from the federal govern- 
ment will allow the state to 
prioritize residents over the 
age of 60 and those over 55 
ahead of the general public, 
Baker said. Previously, only 
those ages 65 and up were 


prioritized. 

“With assurances that the 
supply chain will continue 
to open up, we are taking an 
additional step to prioritize 
people who are 60 and over 
and people who are 55 and 
over,” Baker said. 

“There is a very strong 
and important correlation 
between COVID and age, 
and we believe adding these 
groups by age will help us 
vaccinate more of our most 
vulnerable population fast- 
er. 

Baker encouraged all 
residents to preregister for 
an appointment at mass.gov/ 
covidvaccine, regardless of 
when they are eligible to 


book an appointment. Pre- 
registration is currently only 
available for state’s seven 
mass vaccination sites - 
including Boston’s Hynes 
Convention Center and 
Reggie Lewis Center — but 
it will expand to additional 
locations in April. 
Appointments at 
than 200 other locations 
can also be booked online 
using the state website and 
the site has a complete list 
of occupations now eligible 
for the vaccine and the list 
of qualifying medical con- 
ditions. Residents without 
internet access can call 2-1- 
1 and follow the prompts to 
schedule an appointment.

companies like Airbnb and 
Vrbo as well as those of- 
fered privately without a 
broker. 

The ordinance prohibits 
short-term rentals within 
parts of the city zoned as 
Residence A, where only 
single-family homes are 
allowed by-right. It also 
makes residential units that 
are not the operators’ prima- 
ry residence ineligible to be 
rented on a short-term basis. 

Ward 5 Charles Phelan 
Jr., a co-sponsor of the or- 
dinance, said people have 
been purchasing houses in 
Residence A zoning districts 
to use them as short-term 
rentals, making it difficult 
for a family to move to 


those neighborhoods. 

“People are going into 
these homes, they are buy- 
ing them when a family 
would probably come in and 
buy it, outbidding that fam- 
ily because they are going 
to use it for rental income,” 
Phelan said. “That’s some- 
thing Residence A was nev- 
er meant for.” 

Councillors had asked 
for a full listing of short- 
term rental units currently 
registered with the state to 
determine where in the city 
they are operating. Assis- 
tant City Solicitor Stephen 
Durkin said the state would 
only provide a list of streets 
with short-term rentals and 
not the complete address for 
those units. 

Palmucci, 


who voted 


against the regulations, said 
he supported most of what 
the ordinance was trying to 
accomplish but could not 
support limiting short-term 
rentals to owner-occupied 
units. He was concerned 
people would lose a source 
of income amid the pandem- 
ic — especially when coun- 
cillors were unable to reach 
out to those owners or know 
where they are located. 

“IT can’t support it with 
adding the owner-occupant 
requirement, because | think 
we are really hitting people 
in the pocketbook. I know 
people personally, not in 
this city, who have Airbnbs 
and, especially during the 
pandemic, a significant part 
of their income came from 
their short-term rentals,” 


Palmucci said. 

“T just think it is a real 
hard time for me to justify 
carte blanche just saying es- 
sentially no short-term rent- 
als unless you are an owner- 
occupied house. I can’t do 
it.” 

Phelan said units that are 
not owner-occupied in his 
ward are the ones that have 
proven problematic. 

“Councillor 
brought up great 
points, but then I remind 
myself we're the ones who 
have the problems with 
them and they have all been 
non-owner occupied,” Phel- 
an said. “I know some of the 
other cities have done it...1 
think we have to at least try 
to put this in and see what 
comes out of it.”

In addition to limiting 
who can offer a short-term 
rental, the ordinance also 
requires operators of short- 
term rentals to register with 
the city directly.

The 
department can assess fines 
of $200 per day for offering 
an ineligible unit as a short- 
term rental. Violations of 
the ordinance or other city 
such as noise viola- 
tions, would be subject to a 
$100 fine per day.

months or three violations 
within 12 months. 

As part of the registra- 


tion process, the unit will 
be inspected the Inspec- 
tional Services Department.

The ordinance takes ef- 
fect 30 days after it is en- 
acted. 

Durkin suggested the city

direct outreach to property 
owners if the city hears any 
concerns about a particular 
unit.

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gram usually goes to Cen- 
tral and all of the kids would 
go to Central, but there is a 
screening process prior to 
the fifth graders going to 
Point.

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We Must Work Together To End Anti-Asian Hate, Violence 
A Message From DOVE, Inc.: DOmestic Violence Ended

DOVE shares in the out- 
rage and grief over the mur- 
der of eight people at three 
spas in Atlanta, of whom 
six were of Asian descent 
and seven were women. We 
stand in solidarity with our 
Asian and Asian American 
Pacific Islander (AAPI) 
neighbors and commu- 
nity members, community 
groups, churches, temples, 
and communities of faith, 
businesses, health and so- 
cial service providers, and 
the families and allies of 
the victims of these horrific 
crimes. 

The lives of Delaina 
Ashley Yaun, Xiaojie Tan, 
Daoyou Feng, Paul Andre 
Michels, Julie Park, Hyun- 
Jeong Park Grant, and two 
others whose names have 
not yet been shared, mat- 
ter. Learn more about them 
here. 

Political rhetoric over the 
past year has scapegoated 
the AAPI community as 
cause for the pandemic, and 
has fueled racist, sexist, and 
anti-Asian hatred. AAPI 
women have sounded the 
alarm, reporting two-thirds 
of the 3,795 accounts of es- 


calating levels of violence, 
discrimination, and _harass- 
ment tracked by Stop AAPI 
Hate between March 2020 
and February 2021. Hate in- 
cidents against AAPI com- 
munity members increased 
nearly 150 percent over the 
prior year. 

The responses of public 
officials have minimized, if 
not completely dismissed, 
the severity of the inci- 
dent, reflected deep white 
supremacist attitudes, and 
sought to blame AAPI 
women — in this incident 
and more generally by im- 
plication — for their own 
victimization. 

Connie Wun, co-founder 
of the research and advocacy 
group AAPI Women Lead, 
said it was important to be 
even more specific about 
who was targeted in Atlanta: 
Asian women whose asso- 
ciation with spas make them 
vulnerable to both systemic 
and interpersonal abuse. At 
the intersection of racism 
and sexism, AAPI women, 
femmes, and trans people 
bear the brunt of these sys- 
tems of oppression. Many 
workers in lower wage ser- 
vice positions, including 
women in spas and massage 
parlors, are perceived to be 


sex workers. Our cultures 
routinely denigrate people 
engaged in the sex trades. In 
addition, our cultures rou- 
tinely sexualize, fetishize, 
and exoticize AAPI women. 
The collision of these two 
things puts AAPI women, 
femmes, and trans people of 
all genders at extraordinary 
structural risk for violence 
and abuse, including mur- 
der. 

We see the impacts of 
racialized misogyny in our 
own field of domestic vio- 
lence services and preven- 
tion. “Dehumanization cre- 
ates a climate that makes 
violence excusable,” states 
the National Network to End 
Domestic Violence. “Forty- 
one to 61 percent of Asian 
women report experiencing 
physical and/or sexual vio- 
lence by an intimate partner 
during their lifetime. This is 
significantly higher than any 
other ethnic group.” 

The recent public hear- 
ings in Quincy regarding 
the possibility of the City 
establishing a Department 
on Social Justice and Equity 
are a local testament to the 
harassment and _ violence 
noted in Stop AAPI Hate’s 
report. At the hearing, nu- 
merous AAPI community 
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citizens shared deeply pain- 
ful experiences of verbal ha- 
rassment, racial slugs, shun- 
ning, and discrimination 
— their own experiences, or 
those of others who didn’t 
feel safe to speak publicly — 
leaving those affected feel- 
ing vulnerable and isolated. 
Many people in attendance 
spoke to the need for inter- 
vention. DOVE’s own staff 
of Asian descent have been 
told to “go back where you 
came from” in the line of 
providing services to our 
community. 

As noted by Asian Amer- 
icans Advancing Justice- 
Atlanta in their statement 
decrying this violence, “At 
a time where we could be 
building bridges of under- 
standing and support, white 
supremacy continues to di- 
minish our already fractured 
society.” We agree. In spite 
of many assets available in 
our great Quincy commu- 
nity, there’s more we can 
do, proactively in response 
to incidents locally and na- 
tionally, to support cross- 
racial dialogue and com- 
munity-building and ensure 
a diverse, vibrant, safe, 
welcoming, and affirming 
community for all. 

DOVE condemns rheto- 


ric, racism, and violence 
against our AAPI communi- 
ty and all of our community 
members. Violence against 
any community hurts all 
of us. We are committed 
to standing alongside and 
taking leadership from our 
AAPI community members 
and partners in the greater 
Quincy area and beyond. 
We will continue striving to 
provide culturally appropri- 
ate and responsive services 
to AAPI survivors of do- 
mestic and partner abuse, 
including trafficking. We 
will continue to strengthen 
our partnerships with Asian- 
owned businesses, health 
care and social service pro- 
viders, faith communities, 
and community members. 
DOVE Board member Ol- 
ivia Moorehead-Slaughter 
notes, “As we stand in soli- 
darity with the AAPI com- 
munity, may we look, listen, 
and act to ‘be the change’ 
that is so desperately needed 
to end these acts of violence 
and hate.” 

We urge our state and lo- 
cal leaders at all levels, as 
well as other community 
members, to join us in learn- 
ing more and taking mean- 
ingful and sustained action. 
There are some community 
forums next week as a start- 
ing point, and additional op-

“For more than a century 
and a half, Quincy has been 
a city where immigrants 
from around the world have 
settled,” Koch said. “We 
are a melting pot of differ- 
ent national origins, eth- 
nicities, religions, races, and 
languages. It’s important 
that we regularly self-assess 
our performance to ensure 
that we continue to meet 
the evolving needs of all the 
people whom we serve.” 

The committee will be 
tasked with investigating 
particular areas of impor- 
tance and making recom- 
mendations for how the city 
can best serve its entire pop- 
ulation. Koch will request 
that the committee con- 
duct their work through the 
spring and summer and have 
recommendations available 
for implementation no later 
than this fall. 

Added Koch: 

“Quincy’s greatest as- 
set is its people, whether 
they be lifetime Quincy 
residents, _ first-generation 
Americans, or anywhere in 
between. Our schools bene- 
fit greatly from our diversity 
as students absorb different 
cultures, traditions, perspec- 
tives, and experiences as 
part of their own education 
inside and out of the class- 
room. Our business com- 
munity also benefits greatly 
from the entrepreneurial 
spirit of many of our first- 


generation Americans. We 
want to make sure Quincy 
remains a welcoming com- 
munity to people from 
around the globe.” 

Quincy’s diverse popula- 
tion includes 41 percent of 
the population that identi- 
fies as either Asian, Black, 
Native, Hispanic, or multi- 
racial. More than 60 per- 
cent of the Quincy Public 
School students identify 
as an ethnicity other than 
“white” according to QPS 
and DESE data, making 
Quincy a State-recognized 
“majority-minority” district. 

Statistics show that 38 
percent of households in 
Quincy have a language 
other than English spoken 
in the home. More than 
33 percent of Quincy resi- 
dents were born in another 
country, which is more than 
double the state average and 
one-and-a-half times higher 
than the greater Boston/ 
Cambridge Metro Area. 

“My goal for this May- 
oral Commission is not just 
to make meaningful im- 
provements in how we serve 
the public but to also send 
a message that all residents 
are valued in our commu- 
nity,” Koch said. “I think 
we do a decent job with that 
now but we can always im- 
prove. I want to thank the 
folks that volunteered to 
serve on this important com- 
mission and I look forward 
to their recommendations.”

Gasoline Price Up One Cent From Last Week 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up one cent from 
last week ($2.75), averaging

“A dip in demand along 
with a simultaneous in- 
crease in supply and refin- 
ery utilization has contrib- 
uted to slower movement 
in gas price increases,” said

Mary Maguire, AAA North- 
east Director of Public and 
Government Affairs. “On 
the week, 32 states had in- 
creases of only 3 cents or 
less. This does not mean gas 
prices have hit their peak, 
but is a positive sign for 
consumers.”

I watched part one of the 
four-part HBO film “Allen 
v. Farrow,” and learned it’s 
not a court case but a docu- 
mentary that his supporters 
say defames Allen. Mia Far- 
row and Woody Allen began 
their intimate relationship in 
1980, although they never 
lived together. In 1992 Mia 
found nude photos of her ad- 
opted daughter (with Andre 
Previn), Soon-Yi, taken by 
Allen. Mia and Woody’s in- 
timate relationship actually 
ended with her son, Ronan 
Farrow’s, birth. 

It may have been the end 
of their intimate relation- 
ship, but they still somehow 
made films together, 13 in 
all. Coincidentally, when 
Allen publicly professed his 
_ love for Soon-Yi (he was 
56 and she was 21), it also 
was when the sexual abuse 
charges began against him. 
In 1993, Justice Elliott Wilk 
rejected allegations of any 
sexual abuse. The New York 
Child Welfare Agency’s 
14-month investigation con- 
cluded there was no credible 
evidence of abuse. 

In 2014, when Allen was 
honored with the Cecil B. 
DeMille Award, Mia and 
Ronan Farrow posted dis- 
paraging remarks about him 
on Twitter. In 2014, Mia’s 
daughter, Dylan Farrow, al- 
lowed The New York Times 
to publish excerpts from a 
letter restating allegations 
against Allen and calling out 
fellow actors who worked 
in his films. Allen, also in 
The New York Times, de- 
nied ever molesting Dylan. 
In 2018, Moses Farrow pub- 


lished a personal blog post, 
“A Son Speaks Out,” sup- 
porting Allen and disputing 
Dylan’s story. Many insiders 
say they’ ve seen enough and 
won’t watch the rest. 
It’s another case of no real 
proof, yet Allen, who has 
maintained his innocence 
throughout, is still being vil- 
ified. Is Mia Farrow acting 
like a woman scorned? Can 
Woody Allen keep making 
films or will actors refuse to 
work with him ... that’s an- 
other story entirely!

Two other directors have 
faced similar circumstances. 
Roman Polanski, a fugitive 
in the U.S. since he was 43 
because of a 1997 statu- 
tory rape case, admits that 
he..had “unlawful... sexual 
intercourse” with 13-year- 
old Samantha Geimer (her 
mother consented). Polanski 
bemoans: “I pleaded guilty, I 
went to jail. I was locked up 
for a year, in Zurich, await- 
ing extradition, I did five 
times more than I was prom- 
ised to do.”

A third director, Brett Rat- 
ner (the “Rush Hour” film 
series and “X-Men: The 
Last Stand”), accused of 
sexual misconduct by Olivia 
Munn and six other women, 
has announced he’ll direct a 
biopic about the R&B duo 
Milli Vanilli (stripped of 
their Grammy for Jip-sync- 
ing). “Times Up” condemns 
him and says he shouldn’t be 
granted a comeback, ever.

Iron Doorstop --- [ron door- 
stops have been very popular 
collectibles since 1985. They 
were first made in England, 
where they were called door 
porters. The invention of a 
hinge that let a door close 
automatically inspired the 
iron figure that stopped the 
door from closing. Soon after, 
doorstops became popular in 
the United States. Companies 
that had been making cast iron 
toys and other items began 
designing and making door- 
stops that resembled people, 
animals, flowers and other 
figures. Five companies were 
the largest suppliers, and-each 
had a name or logo that was 
usually molded into the flat 
back. Look for Bradley and 
Hubbard’s “B & H” mark; 
Hubley’s paper label with the 
name across a circle; and Judd 
Co.’s mark, “CJO.” 
In the 1980s, iron doorstops 
went for high prices, and hun- 
dreds of copies were made and 
sold in gift shops, antiques 
events and auctions. Fakes 
usually have perfect bright 
paint; a rough texture to the 
unpainted iron on the back; 
modern slotted screws; and, if 
made in two parts, a seam that 
is not perfectly smooth. This 
12 1/2-inch antique lobster 
doorstop was made early in 
the early 20th century. It sold 
for $1,800 at an Eldred auc- 
tion in Massachusetts.

Owners 

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
I witnessed an incident on 
my morning run that il- 
lustrated the reason why 
dogs need to be on a leash 
at all times in residential 
areas. A runner ahead of 
me on the side of the road 
approached a dog owner 
and his Collie ambling 
along the sidewalk. The 
owner had unfastened the 
dog’s leash so that it could 
explore ahead. 

The dog seemed calm, but 
as the runner drew near to 
them, it suddenly bristled, 
snarled and then leaped 
at the runner. Before the 
owner could grab the 
dog’s collar, the runner 
was bitten on her cheek 
and hand. The injuries 
were serious enough to re- 
quire stitches. 

There is no excuse for an 
owner to allow their dog off 
the leash except where it’s 
expressly permitted, such 
as dog parks. Even when 


an owner has trained their 
dog to respond to verbal 
commands, the command 
might not be given fast 
enough to stop the dog. 
Runners are attractive 
targets to many dogs. As 
we run past, a dog may 
take our movements as a 
signal to chase.

There are times when declarer sees 
he cannot make his contract if the 
opponents defend correctly. But at 
the same time, he has the great advan- 
tage of knowing that his opponents 
do not know what he knows. 

Here is a typical case. West led a 
diamond against four spades, East 
won with the ten and continued with 
the king, ruffed by South. 

Declarer realized that he could not 
make the contract against proper 
defense, even if the opposing trumps 


ad 


were divided 3-3. Thus, suppose he 
had led a trump to dummy ’s queen at 
trick three. In that case, East would 
take the ace and play another dia- 
mond, ruffed again by South. 
Declarer would now have only two 


trumps left, the king and jack. After 


he played them, exhausting every- 
one of trumps, the best he could do 
would be to cash five club tricks and 
go down one. The defenders would 
score the last two tricks with the heart 
and diamond aces. 

So, to give himself at least some 
chance to make the contract, South 
led a low heart toward dummy at trick 
three! Fortunately for declarer, West 


followed low, no doubt allowing for 


the possibility that declarer might 
have three hearts to the queen. In that 
case, playing low on South’s heart lead 
would limit South to one heart trick. 

But West soon found out that his 
seemingly innocent play had cost him 
the contract. After declarer won the 
heart with dummy’s king, he played 
the queen of spades. 

East took the queen with the ace and 


returned a diamond, forcing South to 


ruff, but declarer then cashed the K-J 
of spades and all of his clubs to finish 
with 10 tricks. 

Of course, had West been able to see 
South's hand — especially the con- 
cealed five-card club suit — he would 
have put up the ace of hearts and led 
another diamond, leaving declarer no 
way to get home safely.

Why Such Frequent 
Bathroom Visits? 


DEAR DR. ROACH: 
I’m a 91-year-old male who 
makes frequent visits to the 
bathroom to urinate. I am 
in good health and I wonder 
what causes this. Where does 
all that liquid come from? -- 
ARN. 

ANSWER: What goes in 
must come out. All the liquid 
you urinate came from fluid 
you consumed when drinking 
and eating food. 

But it may be more about 
perception than volume. Fre- 
quent urination is extremely 
common in both men and wom- 
en, and although some causes 
are the same, such as an overac- 
tive bladder, men have an addi- 
tional anatomical structure that 
can leadto urinary problems 
as they get older: the prostate, 
a normally walnut-sized gland 
that may increase in size as 
men age. It is through the pros- 
tate that the urethra, and thus 
all the urine, has to flow. If the 
prostate is enlarged, the urinary 
flow slows down. 

As the prostate obstruction 
becomes worse, men may have 
trouble emptying the bladder 
completely. This has the effect 
of making men go to bathroom 
more frequently, since the blad- 
der has less functional size. 
In this case, you aren’t urinat- 
ing any more volume than be- 
fore, just more often in smaller 
amounts. 

Treatment needs to be di- 
rected at the underlying cause. 
Overactive bladder and en- 
larged prostate have similar 
symptoms and different treat- 
ments. 

It is possible that you really 
are having excess volume, how- 
ever. Diabetes is the biggest 
concern here, and you should 
be tested if you have truly large 
volumes of urine.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I 
read am article about a study 
the Mayo Clinic did using 20 
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mg tablets of sildenafil for 
pulmonary arterial hyper- 
tension and that it improved 
walking distance by 75%. Is 
there an upper age limit for 
a person using this medica- 
tion for pulmonary hyperten- 
sion?. -- D.L. 

ANSWER: Pulmonary hy- 
pertension is different from 
regular or systemic high blood 
pressure. It’s not the kind that 
is measured with a blood pres- 
sure cuff. 

In pulmonary hypertension, 
the elevated pressures are in- 
side the lungs. There are five 
general classes of pulmonary 
hypertension, and people must 
undergo extensive diagnostic 
testing to determine which sub- 
class they have. The goal is to 
find a cause that has a specific 
treatment. For example, sub- 
class 2 is pulmonary hyperten- 
sion due to heart disease of the 
left side of the heart, such as 
heart failure or valvular heart 
disease. Treating those can 
make the pulmonary hyperten- 
sion better. 

However, many people do 
not have a treatable underlying 
cause that can be identified, so 
doctors rely on general treat- 
ments to improve symptoms. 
One such is sildenafil, which is 
called Revatio when used for 
pulmonary hypertension, but 
it is the same drug as Viagra. 
It prolongs the effect of nitric 
oxide, a chemical in the blood 
that relaxes blood vessels in 
the lungs and reduces pressure. 
Sildenafil, like other drugs in 
the same class, significantly 
improved the distance a per- 
son could walk in six minutes. 
The 75% increase you noted 
is higher than most studies 
showed, however. 

The study included sub- 
jects up to 81 years old. I do 
not think age alone would be a 
reason not to use these kinds of 
medications. These medicines 
should not be used in people 
taking nitrates (such as nitro- 
glycerine) or those with very 
low systemic blood pressure.
